Claim Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 USC 102 (a) as being anticipated by Kazuya, 
Japan 2000-357711. 

Regarding claim 5, Kazuya discloses a semiconductor substrate jig used in 
arranging a film to a semiconductor substrate (Figs. 1a-1 b) wherein the substrate jig 
comprises a frame 1 , a porous member (suction holes 1 1 ) arrange within the frame so 
as to be opposite the film (Fig. 1a), and a vacuum hole formed (air suction) in the frame 
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and provided for pressure to the porous member. It is inherent that the pressure 
applied to the porous member is negative pressure in order to suck air in hollow part 
through the suction holes 11 (see abstract and Figs. 1a-1b).
